LONDON, June 27.—Prime Minis-• 
ter Lloyd George and Colonial Secre­ 
tary Churchill apparently have turn­ 
ed the opposition’s thrust, based on 
the Irish policy.

when It defeated 342 to 75, a motion 
for a reduction in the salary of the 
chief secretary for Ireland, in disap­ 
proval of the 
government’s 
policy 
and the failure properly to protect 
Field Marshal Wilson . 
The secretary for colonies made It 
clear In his statem ent that Southern 
Ireland would not be allowed to co­ 
erce Ulster, and the provisional gov­ 
ernment in Dublin must assert com­ 
plete authority, the alternative being 
the imperial government would 
re­ 
sume complete freedom of action. 
The prime minister said the eleo« 
tions had shown the provisional gov­ 
ernment had the Irish people behind 
it and it now must prove whether it 
was fit to govern. 
Mr. Churchill’s warning has

widespread approval, most 
of

will endorse the government. 
The 
exceptions are the Daily News 
and

A CONTRAST IN POLICIES. 


Even the New York Times, which has 
been a staunch upholder of Mr. Hughes’s 
inflexible policy towards Russia and an ac­ 
tive critc of Lloyd George’s very different 
policy, is beginning to wonder whether the 
British premer may not be the wiser states­ 
man, after all. It is hard to put any other 
construction upon an editorial in the Times 
recently contrasting the two methods. Out­ 
lining the Hughes method, which is a do- 
nothing policy of waiting until economic 
Law shall have swept the communistic Rus­ 
sian regime out of power, the Times says: 
‘^Experience does not warrant hope of an 
early triumph of this new watchful waiting, 
nor would there be any great gain in restor­ 
ed commerce with a Russia utterly pros­ 
trate economically and devastated by fam­ 
ine. If there is a more humane method, it 
is preferable.” 
The Times then sums up 
as follows the British premier’s policy: 
“Lloyd George’s program is to ig­ 
nore differences of economic theory 
'except as they must be set aside to 
make renewed commerce possible. He 
is seeking a means by which Russia 
may be quickly saved 
from 
starva­ 
tion and ruin. All but some 5 per cent 
of the population believe in individual 
ownership— the vast majority of farm­ 
ing population being committed to it 
by their land, 
Moscow itself has ad- 
. opted it in practice, though 
still re- 
. jecting it in theory. 
Any effective re­ 
sumption 
of 
commercial 
relations 
.would inevitably strengthen the nor­ 
mal economic practice and might lead 
to a drastic modification and the ulti­ 
mate overthrow of communism.

FIGHT OPENED ON 
DUTIES ON MEATS

WASHINGTON, 
June 27.—Duties 
on fresh meats and 
meat roducts 
\ proposed in the pending tariff bill, if 
effective, would increase the nation’s 
meat bill 1379,500,000, Senator W’alsh, 
democrat, Massachusetts, declared to­ 
day in the senate. 
He was discuss­ 
ing the agricultural schedule and an­ 
nounced that he "would submit fig­ 
ures, staggering In their size, show­ 
ing what an unbearable burden these 
duties on agricultural products will 
be to consumers.” 
Senator Walsh estimated that the 
duties on beef and veal would In­ 
crease prices by $231,000,000 a year; 
) that mutton and lamb would advance 
by $3,500,000; pork by $105,000,000 
and lard by $12,000,000. He said the 
total would be $3.77 for each man, 
woman and child in the country or 
$18.85 for a family of five. He con­ 
tended that the increased cost to the 
people of his state alone would be 
$15,140,000. 
The speaker argued that the pro­ 
posed tariffs could not result in any 
benefit to the farmers.

Captain S. Burk Burnett, 
widely 
known cattle man, oil man and ran­ 
cher .whose w'ealth is estimated in 
the millions, died at his home here 
at 1:50 o’clock this morning. 
Cap­ 
tain Burk Burnett had been in 
ill 
health for more than a year, his con­ 
dition Monday, however, 
suddenly 
took a turn for the worse. 
A pioneer resident of Texas, Cap­ 
tan Burk Burnett carved his fortune 
from the “wild and wooly 
west,” 
literally speaking. 
Born in 
Bates 
county, Mo., in 1849, the son of Jeri- 
mlah and Nancy Burnett, natives of 
Virginia. 
Burnett was brought 
by 
his parents to Texas while still a 
youth. 
They 
settled 
In 
Denton 
county when Burnett 
was 
but 
8 
years old. 
He attended the public 
schools of Denton. 
In that decade the cattle Industry! 
was occupying the commercial life 
of Texas and it was to this channel1 
that young Burnett’s business Etten-s 
tion w’as turned. 
No sooner had he I 
engaged In it than he realized the 
necessity for improvement in 
the 
breed of stock. 
He purchased and | 
imported the first pure bred bull In 1 
Denton county and began 
at 
that 
early date his operations which have; 
In recent years brought him wealth. 
Perceiving the wasteful misuse of 
Indian lands, Captain Burnett 
ob­ 
tained a lease on 
forty 
thousand 
acres to be used for grazing 
par- 
poses. 
This laid the foundation for 
the immense fortune of the man at 
the time of his death. 
In 1900 Cap­ 
tain Burnett purchased the famous 
6666 ranch in King County, 
which 
now 
includes 
more 
than 
200,000, 
acres. Besides this, he possessed the 
Dixon Creek Ranch in Carson coun-' 
ty, making more than 100,000 acres. 
The oil town of Burkburnett 
was 
named after the cattle man-capital­ 
ist. 
When the name was bestowed 
upon the site, it was nothing more » 
than a small camp but with the dis­ 
covery of oil, it swelled into a pros­ 
perous community and retained the 
name of the founder. 
While the cattle and land holdings 
of Captain Burnett are extensive, so 
are his oil interests. 
His land w’as 
among the first to reveal the pres- 1 
ence of the golden fluid and 
with 
the development of the oil Industry 
in Texas, Captain Burnett’s wealth | 
increased. The deceased wa3 one of 
the founders of the Cattle 
Raisers 
Association of Texas and for years 
was leader of that organization. 
Likewise, 
Captain 
Burnett 
has 
been dominant in the industrial de-1 
velopment of 
the 
southwest. 
He 
held stock in several Texas banks 
and in other industrial and commer-1 
elal concerns. He was prime mover 
in the erection of the Burkburnett 
building, corner Fourth and 
M ain1 
Streets here and which was one of 
the first signs to mark the progress 
of Fort Worth as an industrial cen*! 
ter of the southwest. 
Funeral arrangements

been completed.

The last two have the advantage 
of adding to the texture of the soil. 
If the weather is dry it is a good 
plan to sprinkle after applying the 
fertilizer, but it should be a liberal 
drenching to wash the fertilizer into 


the soil and render it readily avail-* 11 
able for the plants. 
In applying commercial fertilizers, 
w’hich are usually in powdered form, 
sprikle at a little distance from the 
stems of the plants, at least one inch 
or so. 
Apply lightly as it is a mis­ 
take to put on these concentrated 
fertilizers too liberally. 
Tho plants 
can use only a certain amount. Some 
of them, if applied too strongly, are 
likely to burn. 
Lightly and often is 
the motto. 
Once every two weeks during the 
early growing season will be suffic­ 
ient. 
Even this may not be needed 
and three weeks apart may do the 
business. 
The plants respond quick­ 
ly and their condition will indicate 
whether there is need for further ap­ 
plication.
